"The Christian message will never be fully delivered in 

the churches until women alongside of men give their in­ 
terpretation of it," she said. 'Krod doesn't speak through 
masculine medium alone. Men throughout the ages have 
interpreted His message.

"After 'all, men and women have different ways of 
looking at a thing, different minds, a different approach. 
God doesn't speak through one sex. Just as in ordinary 
political and national life woman's contribution is needed, 
so it is in the churches.

Started as Social Worker
"Twenty years of social work brought me into political 

life," explained Miss Picton-Turbervill, who was a candidate 
for parliament in the recent English elections. "I know 
now that fundamental changes for the welfare of the people 
won't come through legislation, but through spirituality. 

"Women will create a truer purity in sex life if they 
preach. For example, in the Society of Friends, where 
women have always preached with men, there has never 
been a divorce. In Britain, if you ask what society has 
done most to give hope to the hopeless and love to those 
who have never known love, you will be told the Salvation 
Army. And the Salvation Army is an organization in 
which women, as well as men, jnay foe generals. So I am 
persuaded that there will not only be more purity under 
such conditions, but more all-around humanity.

"It has been said that people will not come If a woman 
preaches. I speak only from experience, but when I preach 
the church is full. And when Maude Royden preaches her 
church overflows.

"I believe strongly in the Labor party. The Labor party 
is not out to make all equal in every way that would be 
the program of. a lunatic. But it does mean te give all 
equal opportunities."

'Tha* said franchise will be granted 
and shall be held and enjoyed only 
upon .the terms and conditions herein 
contained and the said Grantee must 
within thirty (3D) days after the piiss- 
ng of the ordinance granting such 

franchise, file with the Clerk of the 
Boar* of Trustees a written accept­ 
ance of the terms and conditions 
herein expressed.
"The term 'Grantee' whenever used 

herein shall be held to include the-

duits, and such other facts as the 
Board of Trustees may require, and 
such permit shall only he executed 
upon the payment therefor of the 
sum of One Dollar ($1.00) for every
 od (16% feet) of pipe line for which 
laid permit Is Issued

"That the Grantee of said franchise 
hall have the right, during the period 

for which the said franchise is grant-
 d, to transport and convey oil, pe- 
lolt-iim, gasoline, natural gas, water 

>r other like substances through said 
>ipe line.

"That said Grantee shall, during the 
ife of this franchise, pay to the City 
if Torrance, in lawful money of the 
jnited States, two per cent of the 
TOSS annual receipts of such Grantea 
rising from the use, operation or 
ossession of said franchise.

ence and her general capabilities make her an 
ideal candidate for the women of the party to back. 

Besides acting as representative of many authors and 
playwrights of America and Europe, Miss Marbury has 
found time herself to contribute to various magazines, to 
become successful as a theatrical producer, to win recog­ 
nition as a war worker, and to become an outstanding 
figure among women who are making themselves known 
in the field of politics. She is a native New Yorker. She 
attended the national convention of her party in San Fran­ 
cisco four years ago as a delegate-at-large from New York 
state. Miss Marbury was.twice decorated by the French 
government. During the war she was an active worker 
in all of the Catholic charities. She also served as presi­ 
dent of the women's national committee of the American 
Defense society.

terms in both houses of the Vermont legislature.

Since the death of her husband in 1917 Mra. Orvis has 
owned and operated Equinox House, a summer hotel at 
Manchester. In New* York city, where she lives during the 
winter, she has been a member of the boards of directors 
of many charitable organizations. She is now managing 
the Nearly New Shop, which is conducted for the benefit 
of several charity organizations. She was recently re- 
elected president of the board of trustees of Manchester 
village for the third consecutive term.

In the 1920 campaign Mrs. Orvi«» was vice-chairman of 
tbe Vermont Republican ways and means committee. She 
is known as a woman of exceptional business ability and 
experience. "

and so located as to conform to an 
order of the Board of Trustees i 
regard thereto, and not to Interfer 
with the use of the highways, stree( 
or alleys for travel.

"The Grantee tjhall have the rigt 
subject to such regulations as ai 
now or may hereafter be in force, t 
make all necessary excavations 
said highways, streets and alleys fo 
the construction and repair of sal 
pipe lines, conduits, traps, manholes 
appliances and attachments.

'No pipes, pipe lines, or conduit 
shall be laid upon, over, across an 
along any of said public highways 
streets and alleys without a permi 
so to do, which permit shall specify 
the manner in which the pipes, pipe 
lines or conduits shall be laid along or 
across the highways, streets and al­ 
leys, and may provide for the repair 
of the highways, streets and alleys 
after the p'pes, pipe lines or conduits 
have been l;,id, at the expense of the 
Granta; and, upon the presentation o] 
the bill therefor, the Grantee shall paj 
the sum at once, or, in the event of 
failure ro to do, this franchise nhall 
thereupon be forfeited.

"That all pipes, pipe lines, conduits, 
traps, manhsles, attachments and ap­ 
pliances constructed, erected or main- 
ained under the provisions of this 

franchise shall be constructed, erected 
and maintained In accordance to and 

conformity with all of the or- 
inances, rules and regulations now or 

lereafter adopted or prescribed by 
he Hoard of ̂ /Trustees of the City of 
Torrance. All pipes and pipe lines 
laid under .said franchise shall be ot 
first class material and subject to the 
approval of said Board of Trustees; 
no pipe laid under said franchise shall 
i-xceed fifteen (15) inches In diameter. 

"That the work of constructing said 
pipe line system shall be commenced 
in good faith within not more than 
four ( !) months from the date of the 
granting of said franchise and shall 
thereafter be prosecuted diligently and 
in good faith until completed.

"That the work of laying or repair­ 
ing all pipes, pipe linea, conduits, 
traps, manholes, attachments and ap­ 
pliances shall be conducted with the 
least possible hindrance to the use 
of the highways, streets and alleys 
for purpose of travel and as soon as 
the laying, constructing, erecting or re­ 
pairing of any pipes, pipe lines, con­ 
duits, traps, manholes, attachments or 
appliances is completed, alt portions 
of the highway which shall have been 
excavated or otherwise Injured there­ 
by ahull be placed in as good con­ 
dition as the same was before the 
laying, constructing, erecting or re­ 
pairing of any plpee, pipe lines, con­ 
duits, traps, manholes, attachments or 
appliances to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Trustees of said City, and 
that any .lamaK« or injury suffured
